The Transition State, 

In a political sonto British Columbia 
may not iuaptly bo said to bo in the 
chryHalis stale just now. It is about 
to pass from the insert or Crown Col- 
ony condition to that ot the winged or 
porlect sut3. Can anyone doubt that 
tho sooner it reaches the estate of a full 
fledged Province of tbo Dominion the 
better? To lingor in tbe transition , 
state must be injurious, might bo fatal. 
" Everything i* in a sort of dormant con- 
dition 'Ino Government is apparently 
nopre'pnri'd to take u» onward stop. 
Tbo public mind is thoroughly unset- 
tled and unhinged. Everything is in a 
«reat pause ol painful sunpo' se. Hoary 
wiiKer'atill lingers in tbe lap of virgin 
spring. The very rivers appear to hesi- 
tate in their onward coiipho to Old 
'• Ocean It would appear to bo perfectly 
clear 'lher«ioro, tb.it tho sooner the 
people are assured ot their fate the bet. 
tor. We would not have it inferred 
that the people should bo indifferent as 
to the baaia upon which Ibis colony in 
admitted into the Domini' n ot Omiudu. 
N> thing could be farther from our in- 
tention. Convinced that Confederation, 
more or less mar, is the inevitable des- 
tiny of tbo colony, our first duly is to 
ascertain the most fuvorablo terms upon 
■which Caiiuda will receive us; and 
having ascertained that, tbo more speed- 
ily W o are admitted the better— for us 
at all ovonls. Any coquetting on our 
part wou d indeed bo most unwise. If, 
■when the Terms aro brought back from 
Ottawa by our Delegates, the people 
feel thoroughly satistie.d that all Hint 
can be done bus beon done, tbe sooner 
these terms aro accepted tho better, 
that is to say, it they have not under- 
gone too muib pruuiug at Ovtawa. 
Nothing conld well be mmo fatal than 
to linger in the present state. Without 
any iuterual improvements, destitute 
- alike oi population and of capital, 
almost osiiaeitid from tho reBt 
ot tbe world, we are in no condition to 
hesitate, much less to wait. Wiih this 
view 11 will be the duty of tbe Cana- 
. .dian Cabinet to meet our Delegates in 
■ » up'u Li of trunk liberality and at once 
give in their adhesion to ibo most f»« 
' vorable lermi that they would iuol sale 
in oarrying through Parliament. That 
Canada is prepared to give liberal and 
highly advuuisgeous terms wo are Gruilj 
is convinced. That wo shall get till we 
have ufked it is not, perhaps, wiso to 
m expeot; but that wo shall get enough 
,;" to justify the reasonablo expectations 
of the more thoi ghtiul udvocaios ot un- 
. '. ji/n appears pretty certain. Doubtless 



the ontet difficulty will bo in connection 
u with the chief item iu the list of condi- 
tions. It one may accept such papers 
ti as the Toronto Globe as an index ot the 
Gaoadiua mind, it would not appear im-

Jjy Canada iu respeet of tho Ca- 
nadian Pacific Kail way are concernod.

The expense 
of administering thr affairs of the colo- 
ny, now as former 1 /, " out ° f a11 P ro " 
ponion either to .opolation ; wealth or 
wellbeing, and «H easement is withheld 
with a syatefltttio persistency which 
may Well lea«? people to look aboit for 
a reason. Vhilo we have no disposi- 
tion to o'rirVciso too closely the Coolede- 
ration p«l'ey of Governor Musgrave 
and the means by which ho may con- 
ceive H to bo his duty to carry 
that polity forward to complotion, 
wo still venture to think that we 
ca.ii'Ot aflord to have tho colony otand 
( ,o. o!utcly still until it can move in tho 
Confederation gro vo. .Nor can wo 
conceive any goud and sufiicicnt reason 
why it should. Why, for instanOJ, 
should we not avail ourselves ot tbfl 
opportunity now presenting itself lor 
drawing population from our next door 
neighbor? Were a large and costly 
scheme propounded for bringing popula- 
tion from tho other side oi the world, 
involving, as it necessarily would, a 
large moneV expenditure, wo would un- 
doubtedly hesitate. But when all that 
is asked is tho establishment, of a rea- 
sonably cheap and good oooan steam 
service, at a cost porfeouy within tbo 
reach of tho colony, and promising 
such important and substantial results, 
wo confess that wo cannot see in Con- 
federation tbo slightest excuse for hesi- 
tation. .Nay, wo fancy we can disovor 
thiroin an additional roason for imme- 
diate action, — a guarantee that any 
liabilities in which wo might necessarily 
involve ourselvis in order to establish a 
piopor ocean steam service would soon 
vost on broader shoulders.
